Kingston, Ont.—A case of unu- 
sual self-sacrifice is revealed in an 
operation performed in the Queen 
Military Hospital. Sergt. Thomp-

hospital doctors decided that a trans- 
fusion of blood. was necessary, Vol- 
unteers were asked for, and the first 
to offer was -Harry Parkes, an \ord- 
erly at the hospital.

Education Pays on 
The Farm 


———— 


Statistics show that farmers who have 
had an education make larger incomes 


than those who hove received but little 


sehooling. 


An education is more necessary now 
than it was thirty years ago. Ferming 
has changed greatly in this period, 
Then, farmers cut their grain with a 

dle, bound it by hand and threshed it 
with a flail, They ground their grain 
hetween stones and lifted the water out 
of the well in buckete. They treated 
their nondescript cattle tor ‘‘hallow 
horn’’ and ‘wolf in the tail’’ and plant- 
ed their grain ‘‘in the moon.’’ The 
borses and the ox were their only means 
of transportation. The farm houses had 
no conveniences: houses were lit with 
candles; the kitchen equipment consist- 
ed largely of hard.qvork. 

Now, thefdroieré have larger farms, 
they cnt and bind ther grain with 
binders and thresh’ with engine driven 
separators. They frequently plow with 
tractors and’ many own automobiles. 
They velect’ yarietibs of grain that are 
known to give,larger returns than the 
ordinary variéties; They treat their 
seed to control diseases' and plant at 
rates per acre, which experiments have 
shown to give maximum yields, They 
select improyed’. typ’s of breeding 
avimals and feed their stock in ac- 
cordance with knowledge derived from 
the chemisty of foods. The farm hous-
